chum s of th f Spanish officials th a t they 
have abundant proof of th e ” death of 
A ntonio Maceo and his young siido, 
Francisco Gomez, sou of Maximo Go­ 
mez, continue w ithout abatem ent. The 
details w hich were announced yester­ 
day, however, of the facts relied upon 
for the identification of the two Cubans 
have caused an under c urrent of doubt 
iu this city. 
M ajor Cirujeda, who com ­ 
m anded the Spanish forces in th e en­ 
gagem ent at P n n ta Brava on M onday, 
and whose troops discovered the two 
bodies and gave tho evidence of iuden- 
tificatiou, consented to be interview ed 
on the circum stances of the ease. 
He 
said yesterday to the correspondent of 
the Associated press th a t w hen the 
rebels were routed it was evident th a t 
the body of the chief was abandoned on 
the field. 
The Spanish column, w ith ­ 
out stopping to explore the field, w ent 
in hot pursuit of the insurgents. 
W hile the troops w ere retu rn in g to 
Guatao, after the pursuit had ceased, 
various gueril las belong to M ajor Ciru- 
jed a’s com m and 
w eut over the field 
w here the route of the insurgents had 
occurred, and searched the bodies re­ 
m aining there for any thing of im ­ 
portance. 
"T he body of Maceo.” M ajor C irujeda 
continued, “ was relieved of a ring, 
clothing, etc. 
The guerillas w ho per­ 
form ed the act w ere, at the tim e, quite 
unaw are th a t the body was that of 
Maceo. 
In fact, little attention was 
paid to th e identity of the bodies. 
It 
was already dark on the field, aud it 
was raining. V arious other bodies w ere 
also searcned.” 
It was an ad ju tan t 
according to 
M ajor C irujeda’s 
fu rth er statem ent, 
who insisted that the above m entioned 
body, aud the other, w hich was lying 
by its side, were evidently of first rate 
im portance, aud th a t they m ust not 
thus be left w ithout identification. 
“ The tw o bodies were therefore tied 
by the feet to tails of some horses,” 
M ajor C irujeda w eut on to relate, “ and 
thus dragged over the ground, the in- 
huama til nurrv »bam tty tnWn ?CT 
identification. 
B ut after proceeding for 
aw hile the horses became tired w ith 
th eir burden and the bodies were there­ 
fore cut loose aud left in the road.” 
W hen the troops reached 
G uatao, 
M ajor G irujeda proceeded to read the 
docum ents w hich hud been found upon 
the bodies and w hich were deecrib« a iu 
a dispatch exclusively to The Associated 
press. 
They included a letter addressed 
to “ Dear 
Paneho,” aud 
signed “ M 
G om ez." a dairy of Maceo's operations 
from Nov. 28 to Dec. 7 aud a note in 
pencil found on the body of the younger 
m an, saying 
he 
died 
rath er th a n 
abandon the body of his general, Maceo. 
The undershirt and socks on the body 
of the older m an w ere marked w ith the 
initials “ A. M ..” and a ring on the 
finger contained the engraved inscrip­ 
tion “ A ntonio Y . M aria.”

W a s h in g t o n , Dec. 10.— Thcfollow iug 
dispatch iu detail confirm atory of prev­ 
ious advices wras received last night by 
M inister DeLome from the Spanish m in­ 
ister of foreign affairs: 
The insurgent leader, Antonio Maceo, 
realizing the impossibility o( remaining in 
Piuar del Rio province and being con­ 
stantly pursued by Spanish columns, 
crossed the trocha on the 4th inst.

Besides this, when he begius a job of 
tasting, he must take special pains to get 
himself in shape for it. I was about six

TO EDUCATE ONESELF. 


U tM Alone: Which Tonne Men Are A<§- 
via*d to P nn oe Knowledge. 
A yonng man in a letter to the editor 
of The Ladies’ Home Journal inquires 
the bftst systematic course of reading as 
a substitute for an academic education, 
with the view of equipping himself for 
literary pursuits, and also which books 
won Id be the most beneficial to read 
with the idea of preparing himself to 
enter the field of fiction. 
To the query 
regarding a substitute for a college edu­ 
cation Edward W. Bok replies: “ A sa 
substitute for a college education, where 
it is a m atter of choice, I am not so sure, 
since so much depends upon the man. 
To one man a good course of reading, 
wisely chosen and followed, would be 
infinitely more helpful than a college 
education, while in the case of another 
man just the reverse would be trua 
Some men absorb information more 
readily and retain it better under self 
training, while others need the compul­ 
sory force of teaching to impress things 
upon the mind. 
But where a college 
education is, for some reason, not acces­ 
sible, and a substitute must be found, 
then a course of rending is uuquestioa- 
ably good—none better, in fact.” 
With raspect to the inquiry concerning 
s preparation to enter the field of fic­ 
tion, Mr. Bok considers it difficult to 
answer, “ since so much depends upon 
the particular ‘field of historical fiction* 
desired. 
However, the best reply, per­ 
haps, is that which suggests the reading 
of a number of the best novels dealing 
with successive periods of English his­ 
tory from Saxon times to the early part 
of the present century. I give a list [not 
reproduced in this extract] which i» 
clndes typical books by the various mas­ 
ters of English historical fiction, bnt it 
might be doubled in length several time» 
over without exhausting the available 
books of value in this one field. 
A like 
selection may be made from the novels 
treating of different historical periods 
severally of France, Germany, Spain, 
Italy and other countries of Europe and 
America. 
The field is almost limitless, 
but I have begun with the bistory of 
England, as containing the direct sources 
of American history which need to be 
grasped before ono can fairly understand 
the beginnings and progress of our own 
national life.” 


THE USEFUL SUNFLOW ER. 


A Number of Valuable Product* Frotn the 
Big ltrlglit llloMom. 
Sunflower oil made from the seeds is 
in great demand in this country. 
In 
Russia millions of pounds of tbe seeds 
are raised annually for the oil, and 
large quantities of this oil are exported 
from that country. 
In the crude state it is used by paint­ 
ers for inside work, bnt it does not 
quite equal linseed oil for varnish pur­ 
poses, 
It is mixed witl most of our 
cheap paints and also with many pre­ 
pared stains. 
Of late years efforts have 
been made to retine tne oil so as to sell 
iu competition w ith olive oil. 
In fact, 
purified sunflower oil is used quite ex­ 
tensively to adulterate salad oils. Many 
consider it equal to the ordinary grade 
of olive and almond oil for table uses. 
It is of a pale yellow color, flavorless 
and palatable. 
In Maryland a good deal of this oil ia 
made to supply the Baltimore trade. 
After the oil is extracted from the seed» 
the residue is mado into cakes for cattle 
-Till, 
-t c’o nutritious 
food made from tho fresh seeds it is of 
considerable value. 
The factories that 
express the oil sell the seed cakes at a 
merely nominal sum. 
J11 tho poorer districts of India and 
Europe a fair kind of bread is made 
from sunflower seeds, and the natives 
depend upon it for a steady article of 
diet. T hor cattle are fed with the same 
diet, only tho seeds and heads are chop­ 
ped np together, and even the leaves are 
fed to tho animals. 
The stalks, when stripped of their 
leaves and head», are dried and used for 
fuel. Ono acre of sunflowers will yield a 
great many cords of good wood. 
The 
stalks are large, tough, brittle and good 
burners. 
A few acres of such fuel w ill 
last one all winter. 
There are many other nses for sunflow­ 
ers that the ingenuity of man has do- 
vised, but the instances cited are su f­ 
ficient to show’ the sunflower has out­ 
lived Us association with a decadent 
«esthetic philosophy and become of prao- 
tlcal value if not of universal use.— 
Sew A ork Post.

A Ciirloas Fart. 
The Popular Science News calls atten­ 
tion to a most remarkable account of the 
position of certain planets as located in 
“ G ulliver’s Travels. ” This txxik, w rit­ 
ten somewhere about 1726, contains the 
following 
words: “ They spend 
the 
greater part of their lives in observing 
the celestial bodies, which they do by 
\he assistance of glasses far excelling 
ours in gixxlness. 
They have likewise 
discovered two lesser stars, or satellites, 
which revolve about Mars, whereof the 
innermost is distant from the center of 
the primary planet exactly three of his 
diameters and the outermost five. 
The 
former revolves in the space of 10 horns, 
and the latter iu 21 
so that thd 
squares of their periodical times are very 
near in the same proportion w ith the 
cubes of their distance from the center 
of Mars. ” 
One hundred and fifty years before it 
was know’ii that Mars had a satellite, 
when the theory that it had one would 
have been met w ith ridicule, or at least 
disbelief, the author of this remarkabl# 
book described the exact munlier of satel­ 
lites that M:irs possessed, told their loca­ 
tion and unusual speed; also a peculiar 
ity iu the relation of the speed to tins 
central orb, a ]>eculiarity based upon no 
principles w ith which astronomers are 
familiar. 
A careful study cf the state­ 
ments made by many writers of marked 
ability w ill almost inevitably lead us t<r 
the conclusion that certain im aginative 
minds have tho gift of prophecy, or, at 
all events, there may be flashes of divi­ 
nation i>ossibly unsuspectedIvy tho w rit­ 
ers themselves.

A Scientist H u Numbered the Dost Far* 
tid es In the Very Forest Air. 
It has always been believed that there 
could be ¡10 duet SB the sir of midooesji 
or upon mountain peaks thousands of 
feet above 
the sea level where the 
snow’s are eternal. But science has re­ 
cently demonstrated that such is not tho 
case. 
It has even gone farther than 
finding dust in these places. 
It has 
counted, with the utmost accuracy, the 
number of particlos in a cubic centi­ 
meter. 
Dust measurements were made from 
air over the open ocean aud in moun­ 
tain regions at altitudes from 6,000 feet 
to more than 18,000 feet. O11 the Bies- 
horn, in Switzerland, which forms part 
of the Alpine chain, containing the 
Rothhorn and Weisshom, rising about 
6,000 feet above the Zerm att valley on 
the east, and some 8,000 feet from that 
of Ziani on tho west, the observations 
showed that at an elevation of 6,700 
feet there were 950 dust particles in a 
cubic centimeter, which measures a lit­ 
tle over one-third of an inch. At 8,400 
feet elevation only 513 dust particles 
were found, and at 18,600 feet above 
the sea the number diminished to 167 
per cubic centimeter. 
Over the Indian ocean the average 
number of dust particles in a cubic cen­ 
tim eter w*as less than 600 for seven out 
of nine days, and on five days wTas less 
than 400. During a thick fog in tho A t­ 
lantic the air was found to contain 3,120 
dust particles per cubic centimeter, 
while in the clear region just beyond 
the fog there were only 280 dust parti­ 
cles in the same space. 
Probably even few men of scien©» 
would be able to tell how these parti­ 
cles could be counted, but a wonderful 
little instrum ent has been devised whioh 
makes the task an easy one. 
The dust 
counter which Mr. Fridlander employ» 
contains a chamber into which air can 
be introduced saturated with w ater va­ 
por. Then it if Slightly and quickly cool­ 
ed. 
©vt^ng to the fall of tem perature 
condensation of vapor takes place 011 the 
dust nuclei, which then fall on to a m i­ 
crometer plate at the bottom of tbe 
chamber, where they are rendered easi­ 
ly visible for counting by the water lay­ 
er which coats them .—New York Jouat 
nal.

Within a reoent period cocaine has 
00mo into use on the race track as e> 
stimulant. Horses that are worn and ex­ 
hausted, or are uncertain as to speed and 
endurance, are given 10 to 15 grains of 
cooaine by the needle under the skin at 
the time of starting, or a few moment# 
before. 
j 
The effects are very prominent, and a 
veritable musculnr delirium follows, in 
which the horse displays unusual speed 
and often unexpectedly wins the race. 
This agitation continues, and the driver 
has difficulty in “ slowing down” the 
horse after the race is over; not nnfra- 
quently the horse w ill go half way rou*rl 
again before he oan be stopped. The ex- j 
kaustion which follows is not m arked j 
except in tbe great thirst and loss of ap­ 
petite. 
Sometimes diarrhea and trem ­ 
bling follow. But good grooms give un­ 
usual attention to rubbing and bathing 
tbe legs in hot water and stimulant». 
The general effect on the horse is dm 
pression, from which he soon mover*, 
but it is found essential to give cocaine 
again to make sure of his speed. The 
action of cocaioe grow« more transient 
as the use increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before tbe race 
begins drivers give a second dose secret­ 
ly while in the saddle. 
Sometimes the 
horse becomes delirious and unmanage­ 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, al­ 
though the cause is unknown to any but 
the owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given as high as 20 grains at a 
time, bnt this is dangerous and oniy 
given to woruout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. 
It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and as a temporary 6timulant for tbe 
time. 
It is claimed that the flashing 
qpes and trembling excitement of the 
horse are strong evidence of tbe use of 
oocaina.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

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Rake Labor a Stockholder. 
For three years the Illinois Centeal 
railway has been introducing the sys­ 
tem of making its employes stockholders 
of the road. 
The plan has been slowly 
taking hold during that time, and the 
results so far have been satisfactory to 
both parties. The company stands ready 
to make an arrangem ent with an em ­ 
ploye whereby he can buy shares of the 
railway’s steck, either for cash or on 
the installm ent plan. 
Under the latter, 
he may m ake deposits of $5 or more at 
a tim e until he has paid for the stock: 
and while the money is accumulating, 
he is allowed 4 per cent interest on his 
deposit. 
At this time, 700 employes are paying 
in installm ents for their stock, while 
138 others have paid foT and now own 
987 shares. 
W hile the plan is still an 
experiment, its working* so far go to 
«.how that it is probably a success. 
The 
men who thus arc investing their sav- 
ingv in stock no longer look upon the 
company as their natural enemy—a de­ 
plorable attitude which is toj often that 
o ' employes toward employers. Feeling

DUSTY BY ACTUAL COUNT. 


A Scientist B m Num bered the D ust P a r­ 
ticles In the Very Purest Air. 
It has always been believed that there 
could be no dust in the air of midocean, 
or upon mountain peaks thousands of 
feet above 
the sea level where the 
snows are eternal. But science has re­ 
cently demonstrated that such is not the 
case. It has even gone farther than 
finding dust in these places. 
It has 
counted, with the utmost accuracy, the 
number of particles in a cubic centi­ 
meter. 
Dust measurements were made from 
air over the open ocean and in moun­ 
tain regions at altitudes from 6,000 feet 
to moro than 18, OOO feet. On the Bies- 
horn, in Switzerland, which forms part 
of the Alpine chain, containing the 
Rothhorn aud Weisshorn, rising about 
9,000 feet above the Zerm att valley on 
the east, aud some 8,000 feet from that 
of Ziani on the west, the observationt 
showed that at an elevation of 6,700 
feet there were 950 dust particles in a 
cubic centimeter, which measures a lit­ 
tle over one-third of an inch. At 8,400 
feet elevation only 513 dust particles 
were found, and at 18,600 feet above 
the sea tho number diminished to 167 
per cubic centimeter.

THE USEFUL SUNFLOWER. 


A Number of Valuable Product# From th# 
Ble Bright Blossom. 
Sunflower oil made from the seeds la 
In great demand in this country. 
In 
Russia millions of pounds of the seeds 
are raised annually for the oil, and 
large quantities of this oil are exported 
from that country. 
In the crude state it is used by paint­ 
ers for inside work, but it does not 
quite equal linseed oil for varnish pur­ 
poses. 
It is mixed witl most of oar 
cheap paints and also with many pre­ 
pared stains. 
Of late years efforts have 
been made to refine the oil so as to sell 
iu competition with olive oil. 
In fact, 
purified sunflower oil is used quite ex­ 
tensively to adulterate salad oils. Many 
consider it equal to the ordinary grads 
of olive and almond oil for table uses. 
It is of a pale yellow color, flavorless 
and palatable. 
In Maryland a good deal of this oil ii 
made to supply the Baltimore trade. 
After the oil is extracted from tho seeds 
the residue is mado into cakes for cattle 
food, and while not so nutritious as the 
food made from tho fresh seeds it is of 
considerable value. 
Tho factories that 
express tho oil sell the seed cakes at a 
merely nominal sum. 
Iii tho poorer districts of India and 
Europo a fair kind of bread is made 
from sunflower seeds, and the natives 
depend up< n it for a steady article of 
diet. Their cattle are fed with the same 
diet, only tho seeds and heads are chop­ 
ped up together, aud even the leuvos ure 
fed to tho im im als. 
The stalks, when stripped of their 
leaves and heads, aro dried and used for 
fuel. Ono acre of sunflow ers will yield a 
great many cords of good wood. 
The 
stalks are large, tough, brittle and good 
burners. 
A few acres of such fuel w ill 
last one all winter. 
There are many other usee for sunflow­ 
ers that the ingenuity of man has do- 
vised, but tho instances cited are suf­ 
ficient to show the sunflower has out­

The general effect on the horse is rte 
pression, from which he soon recovers, 
but it is found essential to give cocains 
again to make sure of bis speed. 
The 
action of cocaine grows more transient 
as the ase increases, and when a long 
period of scoring follows before the roo# 
begins drivers give a second dose secret­ 
ly while in the saddle. 
Sometimes the 
horse becomes delirious aud unmanage­ 
able and leaves the track in a wild 
frenzy, often killing the driver, or he 
drops dead on the track from cocaine, a1 
though the cause is unknown to any but 
the owner and driver. Some horses have 
been given as high as 20 grains at a 
time, but this is dangerous and only 
given to wornout animals, who may by 
this means win a race. 
It appears that 
cocaine is only used in running races 
and as a temporary stim ulant for the 
time. 
It is claimed that the flashing 
gyp and trembling excitement of the 
horse are strong evidence of the use of 
cocaine.—Cincinnati Enquirer.
